IN 1 995 the Walpole Estate in Woolwich was 
earmarked for demolition. 

A petition of tenants managed to not only 
save the housing estate but also gain a 
grant of £4.9 million to help refurbish 
kitchens, bathrooms, exteriors, and install 
CCTV. 

Twenty years on and the Walpole Estate 
is still going, the 87 apartments mostly 
filled with families are now managed by 
a group of volunteers under the Walpole 
Estate Management Board made up of four 
concierge staff and one coordinator. The 
board manages a budget assigned by the 
council organising repairs and an almost 
round the clock concierge service. Residents 


who gathered for a celebration event 
on July 25 were joined by the mayor Cllr 
Norman Adams and other local councillors 
who enjoyed entertainment by community 
groups based on the estate and a display 
exploring its history. 

Joan Sawamber, vice chair of the estate 
management board said: "We have almost 
non-existent anti-social behaviour with our 
zero tolerance approach. The efforts the 
board puts in for its residents are second 
to none, we pride ourselves in knowing all 
our residents and if they're a bit quiet we go 
over there and see how they're doing. We 
look after our residents closely, it's the little 
things that we do."

Skillstraining prepares parents for job hunting 


THE council and its children’s 
centres are providing parents with 
training opportunities to help them 
develop vital skills and prepare them 
for job hunting - all whilst fulfilling 
childcare commitments. 

The training, known as Functional 
Skills, specialises in helping parent 
learners improve their English, maths and 
IT. It’s also designed to help participants 
become more confident and independent 
making it easier for them to get into a job, 
college course or training programme. 

A recent event at the Woolwich Centre 
last Monday (July 27) saw the graduation 
of 50 parent learners. Cllr Sizwe James, 
the royal borough’s cabinet member for 
business, employment and skills attended 
to offer congratulations and present 
certificates. 

With this stage of training complete 
participants will now be able to progress 
to the next level, eventually gaining a 
qualification equivalent to a GCSE in 
maths and English. 

Training is undertaken across 12 
children’s centres in the royal borough 
allowing parents to have the same access 
to training wherever they live. And a free 
creche space takes care of childminding 
commitments so they can complete their 
course. 


Alciona Popoviciu, who completed 
the recent training programme, said: 
“When I started here communication 
was an issue for me and some daily tasks 
were a challenge. The course has helped 
me understand the English language 
and British culture. The class was 
extraordinary and gave great context and 
emotional understanding to the English 
language. 

“The course is great for parents with 
young children and it has helped me 
understand how my child learns at school 
and I have now been offered a teaching 
assistant role as a result of undertaking 
this class.” 

Olivia Maldonado from Woolwich also 
attended the classes. She told GT: “It 
is fantastic - I can do much of it online 
whilst looking after my children. It is 
really useful and helps me improve my 
skills and allows me do a better job at 
helping my children.” 

Victoria Clandfield from Plumstead, 
added: “The training was a really good 
experience, I learnt a lot and they help 
you if you are struggling a bit. I was able 
to work on my maths and English - I’d 
certainly recommend it to other local 
parents.” 

Cllr James said: “Congratulations to 
the parents who worked hard to complete 


this training. The valuable skills they 
have developed will really aid them in 


the future and could lead to employment 
opportunities. 

“The council is committed to helping 
parents develop their careers in this way 
going into the future. The fact that this 
training has been delivered through our 
children’s centres is very positive - it 
means that courses are more accessible 
and it’s therefore easier for parents with 
young children to undertake this valuable 
training.”

Borough prepares to welcome 50 Tall Ships 


MORE details have been released 
about the borough’s next Tall Ships 
festival, due to take place in 2017. 

The event will be held over four days, 
beginning Thursday, April 13, 2017, which 
is the Easter Bank Holiday weekend. A 
fleet of up to 50 Tall Ships is due to take 
part, starting from Royal Greenwich to 


cross the North Atlantic to the USA, and 
visiting ports in Canada before arriving 
in Quebec City in July. It will mark 
the 150th anniversary of the Canadian 
Confederation. 

The festival will build on the success of 
the 2014 Tall Ships Festival in the borough, 


which attracted more than a million 
visitors and gave a massive boost to the 
local economy. An independent report said 
it generated more than £17 million to the 
area, and was highly regarded by residents, 
visitors and businesses alike. It was 
London’s first major Tall Ships Festival 
for 25 years, and created opportunities for 
local people in volunteering, sailing and 


performing in the cultural events. 

The report also concluded that 84 per 
cent of business agreed it was a good 
thing for Royal Greenwich. Even more, 
at 94 per cent of people quizzed, agreed 
it was good for promoting Woolwich as a 
place to visit. And 95 per cent of people 


surveyed said it made them likely to pay 
another visit to the borough. 

The Greenwich Ship Tier close to the 
Cutty Sark has been booked for the 2017 
event, and will be used to moor up to 
two larger tall ships. The Port of London 
Authority is working on a mooring plan for 
central Greenwich that will enable more 
ships to be put on temporary moorings 
along the Greenwich waterfront from the 
Old Royal Naval College to Deptford. It is 
also proposed to extend the festival site 
along the newly-developed Thames Path 
at Greenwich Reach to create a ships 
viewing area. 

The council’s cabinet was given an 
update on how plans were progressing, 


when members met on July 22. Cllr 
Miranda Williams, cabinet member for 
culture and creative industries, said: 
“The last Tall Ships Festival was truly 
thrilling, and put Royal Greenwich firmly 
on the map for the many thousands 
of visitors who came here. The 2017 
event promises to be even better, and 
something that no local person should 
allow themselves to miss.”

More services are being 
added to the royal 
borough’s website making 
it even easier for residents 
to access information and 
pay bills online. 

From this week residents 
can now report noise 
pollution or noise issues and 
use a search tool to check if a 
local street is in a controlled 
parking zone. 

Other round-the-clock 
online services available 
to residents include the 
ordering and buying 
compostable waste sacks, 
online applications for 
resident parking permit 
renewals and quick and 
easy reporting of street or 
pavement problems. 

Local firms are also 
benefiting from being able 
to do business with the 
council online, with skip 
and scaffolding licences, 
planning applications and 
parking permit renewals 
just some of the new services 
available to buy on the 
council’s website. 

It is clear that residents are 
happy with the increased 


services 
provided by the 
royal borough’s 
website. Since 
October 2014, 
over 11,500 
local residents 
have got online 
to order and 
pay for bundles 
of compostable 
waste sacks.

Into work support for 
people with autistic 
spectrum disorder 


EMPLOYERS who provide 
opportunities for work and training 
for people with autism will get 
support and advice from the royal 
borough. 

It’s all part of a council campaign to 
encourage employers to consider people 
with autism who want to work. 

The National Autistic Society says only 
15% of people with autism are in full time 
employment, despite 79% of people with 
autism on out of work benefits wishing to 
work. 

The society says people with autism 
often possess a variety of exceptional 
skills - from technical expertise to 
detailed factual knowledge and high 
levels of concentration - giving them the 
ability to thrive in a number of roles. 

It stresses that people with autism may 
have difficulties with social skills, while 
a lack of understanding by others makes 
it difficult for them to gain employment. 

The royal borough’s support to 
employers recognises that people with 
autism can experience problems with 
communication, social interaction, and 
changes in routine and is designed to 


offer simple support in the workplace. 
Help will be given to autistic people 
engaged in the scheme through services 
aimed at developing their confidence and 
skills for work. 

Cllr David Gardner, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for health and adult 
social care, said: “People with autistic 
spectrum conditions are capable of 
doing any job just as well as - if not 
sometimes better than - other people in 
the community. 

“Indeed, people with autism may have 
some very valuable skills that can be 
applied in the workplace but may need 
support in some areas. Employers who 
offer work or training to people with 
autism stand to open up new possibilities 
for their organisation, and for people with 
disabilities. I would urge local employers 
to get in contact to find out more about 
Greenwich’s pilot scheme, and of the 
difference that it could make for your 
organisation.”

THE Royal Greenwich Heritage Trust

Clinic reopens after 
£2m cash injection 


A £2 MILLION 
investment has seen 
major improvements to 
a vital service offering 
free contraception, 
sexual health screening 
and treatment as well as 
information and advice. 

The Contraception and 
Sexual Health clinic, 
known as CASH, moved 
back to Market Street in 
Woolwich last week after a 
facelift to the building and 
to facilities. 

The centre offers walk-in 
and appointment clinics, 
advice and information 
on all methods of 


contraception, screening, 
pregnancy tests and 
treatment for sexually 
transmitted infections. It 
also runs separate clinics 
for young people and adults. 

The Oxleas NHS 
Foundation Trust 

funded the one -year 
refurbishment, which has 
seen the 1930s building 
become fully accessible, 
with a new reception area, 
and new clinical facilities, 
treatment and triage 
rooms. Patients visiting 
the clinic will have an 
improved experience with 
iPads utilised to offer 
instant feedback.

If you go down to Bostall Woods 


ONE community group making a positive 
difference to the local area is the Friends of 
Bostall Heath and Bostall Woods.
